Present cl aims 1-31 relate to an extremely large number of possible compounds. In fact the claims contain so many options, 
variables and possible permutations that a lack of both clarity and conciseness within the meaning of PCT Article 6 arises to such an 
extent as to render a meaningful search of the claims impossible. Indeed, taking claim 1 in addition to the countless possible 
permutations, the claim is practically impossible to comprehend by virtue of its sheer length and complexity. These problems render 
it difficult, if not impossible to determine the subject-matter for which protection is sought.
